Bosron, June 16.—The second day of the
great festival brought with It a new sensation.
President Grant arrived here early this morning,
accompanied by Generals Batos nnd Underwood,
of Governor Clafflin’s staff. He was mot at the
depot by his Honor the Mayor and the Clty Com-
mittee. and wos driven in an open barouche to
the 8t. James Hotel At '-".‘ the Boston School

Reglment was reviewed by the Presidents At
1020 the Presldent was driven to the State
House in & barouche drawn by six horses, The
carriage was flanked Uy a guard of cavaley., At

she State House the usual speech-making
and  hand-shaking Wils  [Lone through
with. and the President wihs then

escorted 1o the Boston Highlands, where ha re-
viewed about efizht thousand troops wuder com-
mand of Major-tieneral B. F. Butler, Al the
Colisoum, mesnwhile, the rohearsal for (o-duy’s
concert took plnee. It was reported onrly thia
morning that the arowd lll-ll:l)‘ al the Collseum
would be immense, aud report In this instanece
proved o be trne; for =t 8 o'elock, the thme
for the |v"l\lllﬂg of the concert, the vast edi-
fiwe waus perfectly Jnmmed. There mnst hayve been
fully 40,000 people presont. Shortly after threo
the President and Admirl Farragnt and staffs
entered the bnilding, Mr, Yewalin gave the sig-
nal, and thefull chorus and orchestra performed
“Bee the Conguring Hero Comwes,” the nudience
cheering moet enthusistically. After this nine
cheers wero gwven for the Peesldout, amidst
waving of handkerchiels, President Grant, by
the way, waving onc of the lnrgest handker-
chicfs in the crowd. When quiet bad been re-
gtored, the day's programme began with Nicolai's
Festlval Overture, bnsed on Luther's. ehoral, “A
strong castle 18 our Lord,"” performed by the
chorus, orchestra, and organ, under tke baton of
Mr. Zerruhn, who wae the condonctor for the
(I:l}'.

The overture, a spleadid work, wuas fincly

rendered, éspecinlly the introductory ckorus,
This wad fallowed by two choruses frow the
Megaiah, *Glory to (God in thehighest,” end
the glory of the Lord. The effeet of theas

master-pleces of chornl composition was superk,
and have never heen surpasseéd In the world.

Miss Phillips next made her appearance and
was cordially received, She sang an aria from
Mozart’s Clewienza di Tito, with accompani-
ment of a small orchestra, and 1t s but jnst
sy that it was done exceedingly well.

The chorus next sang “ile Wateheth Over
Isracl,” from Mendelssohn's Elijah, in an ad-
mirable manner. The plunos and fortie were
observed finely, Ia fact, the rendering of this
composition was superb.

This was followed by Mme. Puarepa-Rosa's
singing of “Let the Bright Seraphim,” with
trumpet obllgato, by Mr, Arbuckle. This
performance elicited great applause, and an
encore was insisted on and given,

During the repetition of this plece a photo-
grapher took n picture of the andience, or rather
a part of the andience, including that section in
which the President sat.

The first part of the programme was then con-
cluded with Handel's “‘See the Conquering Hero
Comes,” the introductory duet belng sung hy
thirteen sopranos and twelve altos.

The first part being finished, President Grant
was conducted to the conductor’s stand, and
immense cheering followed, while the guns sta-
tioned on the side of the Coliseum were fired by
the electrisal appnratus in the building,

After this Mr, Gilmore took the haton, amidat
much applanse, and at the general request of
the public repeanted the “*Star Spangled Banner”
and the “‘Anvil Chorus.” These were performed,

in yesterday's programme, with eannon
obligato, and the firemen benting the one hun-
dred novils with admirable precision. The great
popularity of Verdl was shown In the over-
‘whelming and almost deafening applanse which
lollowed the “‘Anvil Chorus,” President Grant
loining with a will In the signs of approbation.
Biichi AN onuan 1 11 for an encore thore
was 1o restatiniig, and the repy,:t0n Was given
amidst even greater applauso than beford.

The extra performanseés and the geeed anxiety
of the spectators Lo eateh ocecasional glances of
thie President, prolonged the performance con-
siderably beyend the time originally Intended
for if; and 1t became necessary to curtall the
prograrnme somewhat,  Instead, therefore, of
the entire Symphony of Bchuberts, only two

Lo

movements—the andante con moto and the
finnle—were played. The andante was un-
lonbtedly the best played of the two. As a

hole, however, the egymphony falled to make
hny impression, owing partly to the length of

e programme and partly to the enthuslasm
receding its performance; for, as you know,
dfter every storm there is a calm.  This was fol-
lowed by *The marvellous works from Haydn's
